Bob Hope delighted millions of American television 
viewers with his three-hour special on China last 
Sunday on NBCG stations. 

Although Bob complainedq of the high cost of 
producing the show in China, about $1.7 milljion，he 
seemed to have enough advertising support to make a 
good profit，Hong 天 ong sources told us thbat the 


Chinese authorities indeed were over-charging the， 


Bob Hope team. They reportedly sold a painting by 
the contemporary artist Liu Haishu to 了 ob Hope at 
$20,000. Eius paintings are currently selling in 了 ong 
Kong at One tenth the price. 

What the Chinese leaders in Beijing Probably 
cannot understand is the enormous Dopularity of Bob 
Hope in the US.

So now，most of Hong 天 ong's 
former opium addicts are now 
smoking heroin，which narcotics 
agents concede 'is a vastly more 
harmful drug，and Hong 天 ong 
now has one of the highest rates of 
heroin addiction in the world. 

In the early 1970's，opium was 
brought out of Burma in long 
mule trains and refined in jungle 
labs im Thailand.。 Tactics were 
changed as more and more 
convoys were intercepted by US- 
equipped border patrol units im 
helicopters.
